ARTICLE  II. 


PURPOSES  OP  INCORPORATION. 

The  object  and  purpose  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  the  estab¬ 
lishment  and  support  of  a  non-sectarian  Home  for  old  and  indigent 
couples  (man  and  wife)  of  good  moral  character. 


ARTICLE  V. 


CORPORATORS. 

Any  person  contributing  annually  the  sum  of  Five  Dollars  and 
upwards  shall,  when  elected  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  be  a  member 
of  this  Corporation. 

The  payment  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  at  any  one  time  shall  con¬ 
stitute  a  Life  Member,  when  elected  by  the  Board  of  Managers  ;  and 
the  payment  of  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars  at  any  one  time 
shall  constitute  a  Life  Member  and  Patron  of  this  Corporation,  when 
elected  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 


EXTRACT  FROM  BY-LAWS,  ART.  VI,  SEC.  I. 

Any  aged  couple  (man  and  wife)  of  not  less  than  sixty  years  of 
age,  and  good  moral  character,  may  be  admitted  into  the  Home  on 
the  payment  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars,  and  providing  furniture  for  a 
room  (which  furniture  shall  belong  to  the  Home  in  case  of  the  death 
of  the  owner)  and  by  signing  an  agreement  to  abide  by  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Home.  Those  holding  property  are  required  to 
secure  the  same  to  the  Home  before  they  are  admitted,  and  should 
they7  obtain  any  property  after  admission,  it  will  also  be  necessary 
to  convey  it  to  the  Association  if  they  remain  in  the  Home.

To  the  Contributors  : 

The  Managers  of  the  Home  for  Aged  Couples  present  their 
Twenty-seventh  Annual  Report.  As  we  view  the  work  of  the  past, 
we  feel  that  we  have  been  guided  by  our  heavenly  Father,  who  gives 
us  faith  to  still  strive  to  advance  the  good  work. 

The  Institution  still  needs  the  sympathetic  and  charitable  aid  of 
its  friends,  to  all  of  whom  we  give  most  heartfelt  thanks  for  their 
liberal  contributions,  which  came  to  us  in  the  hour  of  need. 

We  have  been  greatly  helped  by  receiving  the  following  lega¬ 
cies  : 

From  the  Estate  of  Miss  Emily  Phillips,  deceased,  $1020.83  ; 
from  the  Estate  of  Miss  Harriet  A.  Benson,  deceased,  $5000.00  ;  from 
the  Estate  of  Mrs.  Susan  Cooper,  deceased,  (Lancaster)  81000  00. 

While  the  receipts  for  1902  show  an  increase  over  1901,  over 
seven  thousand  dollars  was  derived  from  these  legacies,  which  was 
very  providential,  as  the  Home  was  at  that  time  very  much  in  need 
of  assistance.  We  have  invested  $4950.00  in  first-class  bonds,  which 
can  be  used,  in  case  the  necessity  should  arise,  instead  of  touching 
the  Endowment  Fund,  which  in  former  years  we  have  been  obliged 
to  do. 

The  Treasurer  leports.  the  income  for  the  year,  including  balance 
on  hand  at  the  beginning,  to  be  $14,084.40.  The  expenditures 
$13,025.33,  leaving  a  balance  of  $1059.07. 
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The  Permanent  Fund,  invested  in  the  Home,  at  cost,  amounted 
last  year  to  §14,606.06  and  remains  the  same. 

The  Endowment  Fund,  the  same  as  last  year,  §6354.00. 

The  Investment  Fund,  §4955.00. 

Three  couples  have  been  admitted  to  the  Home  :  Mr.  &  Mrs.  K. 
Edmund,  Mr.  &  Mrs.  William  Dill,  and  Mr.  &  Mrs.  W.  Henry. 
The  first  couple,  at  the  end  of  three  months,  left  for  cause. 

As  the  old  people  advance  in  years,  they  suffer  more  from  the 
changes  of  the  weather,  and  many  of  them  have  had  ,'the  grippe 
this  season.  In  March,  1902,  Caroline  'Fisher  died,  aged  83  years. 
Through  some  error,  notice  of  the  deaths  of  Frederick  Scranton, 
aged  83  years,  and  Mary  Perkins,  aged  73  years,  were  omitted  from 
last  year’s  Report.  The  family  now  numbers  36,  including  matron, 
nurse  and  servants. 

The  members  of  the  Board  again  express  their  gratitude  to  our 
Solicitor  who  has  been  untiring  in  his  work  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Home. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Clergy  for  most  acceptable  services  in 
sickness  and  in  health.  To  our  Physicians  for  their  work  and  labor 
of  love,  at  all  hours.  To  the  members  of  the  different  Choirs  for 
their  constant  attendance  at  the  services,  and  to  the  Press. 

The  Auxiliary  Board  has  been  reorganized,  and  we  have  every 
reason  to  expect  good  work  from  them.
